FARES. 


As a result of active work on the 


part of various business organizations 
and individuals, the Florida State Ho- 
tel association taking a prominent 
part, reduced railroad rates are to 
be granted this year to prevail du/i ig 
the summer months. This Information 
was given out by T. C. White, genei-1 
passenger agent of the Atlantic Coast 
Line railroad, a few days ago, after 
lie had held a conference with sev 
eral of the prominent hotel men of 
the state. 


The conference was also attended 


by A. W. Fritot, district passenger 
agent of the Atlantic Coast Line, and 
J. D. Rahner, general passenger agent 
of the Florida Eist Coast railroad. 


The announcement is that the ex- 


cursion privileges of 1917 would be 
granted to cities of the southern 
states over all railroads, to apply be- 
tween those cities and seashore re- 
sorts principally, and that the fare 
would probably be about one-third 
more for the roundtrip than now pre- 
vails for a one-way passage. Tickets 
will be sold and honored for a week 
end trip, between Friday night and 
Tuesday morning, and another privi- 
lege will be the Sunday rate for one- 
<lay trips. 


The hotel men were informed that 


under the proposed schedule of rates, 
interior cities would be allowed to pa- 
tronize the nearest seashore resort. 


Secretary Whitney of the State Ho- 


tel Men's association contended that 
the East Coast cities of St. Augustine, 
Daytona, New Smyrna, Palm Beach 
-and Miami should have low rates ap- 
plicable from nearby points, and urg- 
•ed upon J. D. Rahner of the Florida 
East Coast railroad that something 
be done along that line.

IN CITIES TO BE BENEFITTED 


BY REDUCED SUMMER

FARES. 


As a result of active work on the 


part of various business organizations 
and individuals, the Florida State tio- 
/ 


te! association taking a prominent 
part, reduced railroad rates are to 
be granted this year to prevail duri ig 
the summer months. This information 
was given out by T. C. White, genei-1 
passenger agent of the Atlantic Coast 
Line railroad, a few days ago, after 
lie had held a conference with sev 
eral of the prominent hotel men of 
the state. 


The conference was also attended 


by A. W. Fritot, district passenger 
agent of the Atlantic Coast Line, and 
J. D. Rahner, general passenger agent 
of the Florida East Coast railroad. 


The announcement is that the ex- 


cursion privileges of 1017 would be 
granted to cities of the southern 
states over all railroads, to apply be- 
tween those cities and seashore re- 
sorts principally, and that the fare 
would probably be about one-third 
more for the roundtrip than now pre- 
vails lor a one-way passage. Tickets 
will be sold and honored for a week 
end trip, between Friday night and 
Tuesday morning, and another privi- 
lege will be the Sunday rate for one- 
day trips. 


The hotel men were informed that 


under the proposed schedule of rates, 
interior cities would be allowed to pa- 
tronize the nearest seashore resort.
